Pittsburgh, March 
1— (AP) — 


Soaring unemployment stemming 
from the soft coal strike neared 
the 000,000 mark today — with no 
end of the walkout in sight. 


Some 200,000 furloughed work- 


ers in coal-using industries have 
Joined the 372,000 striking United 
Mine Workers in swelling the idle 
total. 


The nation's soft coal supply is 


falling and there is a new threat 
of a shortage in hard (anthracite) 
coal. 


The 80,000 UMW anthracite dig- 


ger* are working a three-day week 
while their own contract negotia- 
tions drag into the 13th week. 


The soft coal negotiations have 


been going: on sporadically since 
last May. 


Some soft coal ia being dug by 


non-union miners working indepen- 
dent mines. However, yesterday a 
group of strip (surface) mine op- 


. erators charged they are being 


subjected to a "reign of terror and 
lawlessness" in western Pennsyl- 
vania's soft coal fields. 


Allegheny (Pittsburgh) and ad- 


joining Beaver counties in the 
heart of the soft coal country are 
In a brownout requested by the 
Duquesne Light Company to help 
conserve Its 10-day coal supply. 


New York state ordered maxi- 


mum temperatures of 70 for all 
state and municipal buildings.

— The Progressive Mine Workers, 
who dig more than a fifth of the 
Illinois coal production, called off 
their week old strike today. 


Coal production will be resumed 


tomorrow morning, union officials 
said. Maintenance crews will be 
on the job tonight. 


The PMW miners agreed to re- 


turn to work under an extension 
of their contract with the coal op- 
erators. 


The extension is dated from Feb. 


22 to March 31, inclusive, and is 
retroactive on wages and royally 
payments to Oct. 1, 1949. It is 
subject to five days notice of can- 
cellation by either side. 


Negotiations will continue over 


union demands for higher uages 
and increased payments by opera- 
tors into the miners' welfare fund. 


Announcemeu: of the contract 


extension was made by John Mar- 
chiando, PMW president, and Wal- 
ter Gill, head of the Coal Produc- 
ers Association of Illinois. 


The 10,000 Progressives went on 


striKe at mian'ght Feb. 21 after 
contract talks were broken off with 
the operators. 
Negotiations were 


resumed last Monday. 


While the strike was in effect, 


an estimated 1,500 Progressives re- 
sumed coal production at about 
15 small shafts which signed 30 
day agreements with the union.

in the 1930's and before.

In fact, he was 


the only one of the six physically 
thrown out.

through intellectual convulsions 
before they drew.

this book complaining that Com- 
munism ro&s an intellectual, or a 
writer, of freedom to express him- 
self as he pleases. They gave me 
the impression that they look up- 
on the writer aa a special class, 
a little off to one side, or above, 
mankind. 


I should think what would have 


discouraged them 
most 
keenly 


was the fact that Communism, at 
least the Soviet variety of it, robs 
all people, workers as well as 
writers, of freedom and that tyr- 
anny is necessary any place any 
time if a dictatorship is to sur- 
vive. 


There's an insolence in Koest- 


ler :"We ex-CommunistB are the 
only people on your side who know 
what it's all about." Which is an- 
other way of saying: "You can't 
understand what's evil till you've 
committed a sin." 


Makes No Allowance 


That makes no allowance for 


the people who saw it clearly for 
what it was and rejected it, with- 
out taking part. I'm n6t talking 
about those who rejected Com- 
munism out of selfishness or their 
own inability to think it through 
or think at'all. 


I mean those, and there are 


plenty of them, who were dissat- 
is fied with the performance of 
western 
democracy 
but 
were 


sharp enoifgh to see that Soviet 
Communism was not the medicine.

Of 
course, under the circumstances 
there is bound to be-another gen- 
eral election before very long. But 
the current disposition of the am- 
bitious Conservatives under the 
leadership of Winston Churchill 
seems to be not to force the issue 
right now unless the Socialists 
raise a highly controversial issue.

other general election in the near

future. One is that a quick elec- 
tion would be terribly disquieting 
for the country, and the other is 
that the actual monetary cost oi 
elections is a great drain on party 
resources. 


At this juncture one can see four 


issues which might precipitate a 
dog fight and another general 
election, unless Attlee treads most 
circumspectly. The first one is the 
king's speech on March 6. This is 
a forecast of the 
government's 


program. Should this be too So- 
cialistic in tone it would be sure 
to draw heavy fire from the Con- 
servatives. 


Then there is the touchy ques- 


tion of frozen wages and dividends. 


A third and highly controversial 


matter is completion of the na- 
tionalization of the country's great 
steel industry. Parliament already 
has authorized the nationalization, 
but an attempt by the government 
to implement this drastic move 
would produce a big fight. 


And finally in April the national 


budget will be introduced in com- 
mons. At the best this is bound to 
be full of fireworks because of the 
country'i critical financial posi- 
tion.

Lustron Fiasco: Haste Makes Waste 


The country's costliest experiment in mass-producing 


prefabricated homes apparently is doomed to failure. The 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation has decided to start 
foreclosure proceedings against the Lustron Corporation, 
maker of all-steel dwellings. 


The RFC has loaned the Columbus, O., firm $37,500,000 


in an effort to get it well-launched on big-scale housing oper- 
ations. Both the company and the agency figure foreclosure 
may cost the government $30,000,000 of that sum. 


The Lustron case is a sad history of dreams never real- 


ized. It is made all the more dismal by the fact that the pro- 
ject seems to have had the blessing of high government offi- 
cials, probably including President Truman, from the begin- 
ning. 


Why were these men so interested,in Lustron? From the 


days of Wilson Wyatt, former federal housing expediter, 
there's been a notion in Washington that a well-developed 
prefabricated housing industry would; go far toward bringing 
the cost of a decent home down to the average man's level. 


At the same time, it was felt this goal couldn't be 


achieved simply by waiting for the tiny prefabricated housing 
output of established companies to swell into the desired 
heavy production. Government interest centered on initiat- 
ing a bold effort to telescope this growth process. 


The way to do it, Wyatt and others decided, was to help 


ambitious firms get quickly into automobile-style mass pro- 
duction of houses. The Lustron Company turned out to be 
the prise guinea pig in this plan. It gained control of for- 
mer aviation plant space in Columbus. The RFC lent it 
money for machinery and operating expenses. Big things 
were in the wind, and the promises were lavish. 


But somehow the dream always remained just out of 


reach. Many problems arose, it was hard to find the neces- 
sary skilled labor force, to set up a sensible selling organiza- 
tion. Continued rising cost* wrecked hopes of a really cheap 
sales price. 


Several times Lustron came back for more money to 


keep going until it could get over the hump." The story was 
always about the same: "Just let us have a few more mil- 
lions and we'll really be rolling." So much government money 
had been put into the experiment it looked unwise to let Lus- 
tron sink while there was still any hope at all. But, inevi- 
tably, "there had to be an end to doling out funds without 
results. 


The government has decided that moment has arrived. 


This doesn't mean the prefabricated housing industry has 
failed. There are numerous small companies doing well in 
the field, with a few showing impressive growth. But the 
evident collapse of the government's bright dream does seem 
to mean there'll be no spectacular catapulting of the indus- 
try onto a level with the motor makers. Progress henceforth 
will likely be slower than hoped for—but surer.

Attention to Good Posture 
Will Make You Feel Better

Long continued bad posture may 


cause real harm to the human 
body. 
It 
produces 
too much 


•tretching of some muscles and 
ligaments and too much relaxa- 
tion of othera . It often interferes 
with the proper flow of blood. 


Shallow breathing comes with 


poor posture. 
This will cause a 


reduced supply of oxygen to the 
tissues which need them. 
Bad 


posture tends to cause drowsiness 
and sluggishnea; the mental atti- 
tude may be depressed and slow. 
Pains in the legs, back or feet 
and undue fatigue are frequently 
symptoms of poor posture. 


Standing, sitting and lying are 


the three 
important 
postures. 


Good standing posture does not 
necessarily mean the position of 
attention required of military men 
on parade. As a matter of fact, 
long-continued standing at attei- 
tion slows the blood circulation 
and too much blood gathers in 
the lower extremities. 


Many men, if required to stand 


at attention long, especially in 
hot weather, will faint for this 
reason. 
Obviously they are not 


responsible for this fainting which 
U due to a lack of blood supply in 
the brain. 


In standing the weight may De 


shifted from one foot to another 
and from the he*l to the toes. The 
body, which is allowod to make 
•uch shifts, becomes less tired and 
the muscles less tense. The body 
ahould ba h*td ara« wlU titt 
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knees and feet directed straight 
ahead. 
The abdomen should be 


held flat but not tense. 


Chair shape and how one sits 


in it are important. 
The trunk 


and head should be held straight 
above the seat or Ulted a little 
forward. The height of the chair 
from the floor ought to corre- 
spcnd to the distance of the legs 
from the Knee to the heel. This, 
ol course, vanes with the size of 
the individual. 
The back of the 


chair should be straight but com- 
fortably fitting. Too low and too 
soft seats tend to cause poor sit- 
ting posture. 
CHECK YOUR BED 


Many beds are softer than they 


should be. This causes too much 
relaxation of some muscles and 
tenseness of others. Some back- 
fhes are produced from too soft 
beds. When the bed has too much 
sag a piece of plywo<xi can re- 
placed over the box spring and 
under the mattress. 


Good posture requires 
proper 


exercue. 
Exercise increases tho 


supply of1 air to the lungs-, im- 
proves the circulation and favors 
that feeling of 
well-being 
and 


health, for which everyone ought 
to strive.

The doctor sent him 
and his wife off for a vacation, away from the mother-in-law. Good, 


t not good enough; for while thero would bo temporary respite and

The 


remedy was a mere temporizing, for the relief was only temporary.

I recall a clever defensive play 


1 saw Ben make many years ago. 
His partner could have defeated 
the contract immediately, had he 
made the spectacular opening of 
the Tiling of diamonds, and when 
it held continued with a 
small 


diamond. 
The 
third 
diamond 


could have been ruffed and the 
ace of spades would have been 
the setting trick. 


However, East made the normal 


opening of the deuce of hearts, 
the suit which Ben, sitting West, 
had bid. 
The ten was 
played 


from dummy and Ben put on the 
Jack, which North won with the 
ace. Declarer immediately led the 
six of clubs and won the trick in 
dummy with the queen. The king 
ot clubs wa* cashed, declarer dis- 
carding the eight of hearts. The 
next play by declarer was the 
king of spadea which Ben won 
with the ace. 


At this point Ben analyzed the 


hand very well. He knew North 
could not have 
another 
heart, 


otherwise he would have tried to 
discard it on the ace of clubs. He 
knew North had four or five dia- 
monds in his hand. 


Jt ia true that North might, 


have the king of diamonds, but 
Ben figured he had nothing to 
lose by playing a small diamond, 
which he did. East won' the trick 
with the king and returned the 
six of diamonds. 
Ben won with 


the ace and returned a small dia- 
mond, which his partner ruffed. 


By this very fine play the con- 


tract was defeated one trick.

One Harry Hooker, of New 


York, formerly a law partner of

Welly K. Hopkins, the miners' 


chief counsel, contended the gov- 
ernment testimony was insuffi- 
cient to prove the charges of 
contempt. 
He said it did not 


show any actual participation by 
the union in the continued strike. 
Hopkins has repeatedly 
argued 


since the trial began that the 
miners have quit work by in- 
dividual decisions and that the 
union is in no way responsible 
for the work stoppage. 


For disobeying Judge Keech's 


mandate, the union can be heavily 
fined. Lewis and the UMW have 
paid $2,130,000 for two previous 
court showdowns during strikes.

would be appealed promptly to 
the Supreme Court, which he 
praised highly as the guardian of 
the constitutional rights of the 
miners. 
The high tribunal later 


cut the fine to $710.000. Golds- 
borough doubled the penalty when 
the miners again ignored his back- 
to-work edict during the pension 
strike of 1948. 
That $1,420,000 


fine stuck. 


Assistant Attorney General H. 


Graham Morison sought to get the 
1946 letter from Lewis into the 
record, arguing that 
the mine 


leader hasn't tried so hard this 
time to send the miners back. His 
letter was obeyed in December, 
1946, but 
two 
conununicfttions 


from Lewis to the members in the 
current strike have gone unheeded. 
Morison sought 
to prove that 


Lewis wanted the miners to ignore 
his order. 


The previous contempt of court 


citations were needed for 
the 


record. Morison said, because they 
established "a consistent pattern 
and policy by the union to defy 
injunctive orders by the court, 
issued to end a work stoppage in 
a situation giving rise to a na- 
tional emergency, whenever the 
union deems that such defiance 
will 
promote 
its 
immediate 


interests in a labor dispute." 


Morison won a tentative right 


yesterday to place in evidence 
tables compiled by W. H. Young 
of the Bureau of Mines on coal 
stocks and estimated needs. 


These tables showed an esti- 


mated deficit of'7,200,000 tons if 
the strike continues to March 11. 
Young figured there was 7,800,000 
tons on hand February 25—and 
said it was enough to last only 5.6 
days at the December 1949 con- 
sumption rate. 


Take Drastic Action 


Drastic conservation measures 


have been taken by communities 
with short supplies, so the Feb- 
ruary 25 stocks should stretch 
somewhat beyond the normal use. 
Brownouts, rationing of coal to 
neediest 
customers, 
glosing of 


schools and public buildings and 
other steps to save coal have been 
widespread.

details of the secrets he botrayed 
disclosed publicly He was charged 
on four counts 


Fuchs was arrested on a tip by 


the U. S. Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 
He had been trusted 


with the deepest secrets of British 
and Anieriear atom research and 
had worked at Los Alamos, N. M., 
where the atom bomb was per- 
fected and exploded. 


A Communist since 1932 and a 


naturalized British citizen, Fuchs 
was told by Lord Goddard: 


"You 
have betrayed not the 


inventions of your own brain for 
which this country was paying 
you, 
but you have caused grave 


suspicion to fall on those whom 
you falsely treated as friends. 


"You 
might have imperilled the 


friendship 
between the country 


and the great American republic 
with whom his majesty (the king) 
is allied. 


"You 
nave 
done irreparable 


harm both to this land and the 
U.S.A. and you did it as your 
statement shows—clearly for the 
purpose of furthering your politi- 
cal creed." 


The Lord Chief Justice was 


referring to Fueh's confession, in 
which he had said he deliberately 
split his personality into two com- 
partments, one of loyalty to his 
western friends, 
the 
other of 


devotion to Communism. 


Thanks His Captors 


Asked if he had anything- to 


say, the man who hoodwinked top 
British and A m e r i c a n anti- 
espionage agents for seven years 
replied in a low, calm voice: 


"I have had a fair trial. I thank 


you, my lord. I thank my counsel 
and the governor and the staff of 
the British prison for their con- 
siderate treatment." 


Fuchs had been confined in 


bleak Brixton prison, in the Lam- 
beth section of southwest London, 
since his arrest Feb. 2. 


Fuchs was charged with giving 


away information in Birmingham, 
England, in 1843; in New York 
between Dec. 31 1943, and Aug. 
1, 1944: in Boston, Mass., in Feb- 
ruary, 1945, and in Berkshire, Eng- 
land, in 1947.

Some, especially 
woolens, will be up this fall Other 
fabrics, particularly worsteds, will 
be unchanged from

After weeks of jitters and

decision, watching the climbing 
quotations 
on 
Australian 
fine 


wool, the American nulls are 
finally bringing out their new 
lines, and new prices. The policy, 
at this time, seems to be: On 
fabrics woven from wool bought 
before 
the 
Australian 
prices 


jumped around 25 per cent, the 
price lines will be unchanged in 
the main; on fabrics which must 
be woven from wool bought at 
the new price, higher tags by 
from 2% cents to 20 cents a yard. 


Customers' reactions to the new 


prices appear mixed. Spokesmen 
for 
sthe American Wool Co., 


largest of the mills, says sales to 
the men's wear' trade, which 
opened, already have been very 
good. 


But the wool associates of the 


New York Cotton Exchange, Inc., 
a group u that deals in wool tops 
futures, says that some makers of 
men's clothing, 
bucking higher 


prices other mills have asked, may 
shortly have to raise prices on 
suits, and that the first advance 
may come in sports coats, and by 
thia summer. The associates say 
that retailer buying of women's 
apparel for the easter season has 
been very slow.

2. All young men and women who have attained the age of 21 since 


Nov. 2, 1948, or who will reach the age of 21 on or before April 11,1950, 
and have not registered must do so at once. 


8. All registered voters who have changed residence from one location 


to another within the same precinct or from one precinct or township to 
another within the county, must have registration transferred to new 
location by making application at the County Clerk's office In person. 


4. Registration cards* cannot be transferred from one county to another. 


When a registered voter moves from one county to another, they must 
register anew in the county where they now reside. 


5. Any registered voter who changed his or her name by marriage or 


otherwise Is required to register anew. 


6. All men or women who have been discharged or are stfll to military
